Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in tenns of other buildings 
within the community. 

Although this 1 1/2-story, 3x2 hmf, gable-end, side-entry dwelling with 
lateral wing has been altered, it still presents the cdoffiion form of this house 
type in Eastham where the lateral wing is set flush with the plane of the main 
block rather than recessed as is typically the case* A rear addition has 
altered the roof line of the Side ell and the 2 southernmost bays which 
included a window and a secondary entry similarly detailed to the main entry, 
but without side lights have been repljiced with a tiny, decorative stained 
glass windtew. 

Detail consists of end boards, boxed molded cornice with return and 2 -part 
frieze. The main etitry has a 4-panel, wooden door enhanced by full-length 
side lights and pilaster-like trim su|qporting an entablature. Fenestration 
prinasi^ally consists of 6/6, double-hiing sash with plain trim. A modern 
cs^mmmmt. wim^eim faaiar been instiilled on the p^uth elevation*

This house was formerly the parsonage of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The society was organized in 1820 in response to the first camp meeting ever 
held on Cape Cod which had occurred the previous year. The first meeting 
house was bpilt in 1821. By the 1840 's nearly 2/3 of the town population were 
attending services. A larger meeting house, located farther nortli on thet west 
side of State Highway (Route 6) near the cemetery was built in 1851* It 
burned in 1920. The new Methodist Episcopal Church is located next door at 
3200 State Highway. It was erected in 1926^ but has been subsequently 
extensively renovated so that it little resembles its previous appearance. 

According to research by Fred Heller on file at the Eastham Historical Society 
Archives the property for the parsonage was purchased in three parcels between 
1845 and 1890. The date of the house is unclear. The first parcel, about 
7 acres purchased in 1845 by trustees of the church from Joshua Higgins^ Jr., 
included a house and barn. An additional lot, boitght in 1852 from Ben Higgins 
was to be held in trust for the society to erect a parsonage.

In 1924, the trustees of the Methodist Episcopal Church sold the building and 
land to George A. and Ruth Whiting who in 1927 M^^mmMimited it to Harris H. and 
Edith Etting who retained it until 1952.
